But to come 
unto particulers, the elections of dates 
ta purge the bodie with anie kinde of 
purgation, and to comfoꝛt the lame, are 
molt ridiculous, Why do they not alſo 
pꝛeſcribe houres of eating meat: Why 
do they not appoint the kinds of meats 
and dꝛinks, which wee muſt cate & vle 
daily: If thou ſee that God doth dayly 
bleſſe the enterpziles of thoſe Phiſitt- 
ans, which neuer regarde thole clectt- 
ons in miniſtring to their patients :ne- 
nter eſteeme ot them, let them goe as 
Ives to the Diuell from whence they 
came. Concerning the electios of days 
to ſowe, to ſett, to plant, to lop, they are 
allo fooliſh:the generall obſeruation of 
the ſeaſon ol the yeare, in whiche theſe 
things are to be done is ſufficient. And 
S. Auguſtine in his book de ciuitate Dei 
laugheth at the folly of them, whiche 
chooſe perticuler daies to do their huſ⸗ 
bandzie, as thogh ſome certain politios 
of ſtarres had ſome ſpeciall influence to 
the thinges which are ſowne then-es 
| realon 
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reaſon is, btcauſe mane grains ot coʒn 
beeing caſt into the grounde together, 
ſpꝛinging vp together, and riping al at 
one time: yet ſome of them are blaſted, 
ſome are caten of birvs,ſoine are trodẽ 
down vnder foot, ſome ſtand end are ne« 
uer touched, The re? of the elections, 
and eſpecially that of laping foundatt- 
ons is moſt abſurde. They ſaye that if 
an houſe,a citie a town haue his foun- 
dation when the ſtarres be well affec⸗ 
ted, the inhabit auntes (hall haue p2oſ- 
perous and quiet liuing: if when the 
farres be euill diſpoſed, then trouble & 
diſquietnes. They haue no experience 
of this,. but v onelp which is moſt falſe, 
fo: they knowe not the foundations of 
cities and towns, neither the poſitions 
of the ſfars,when they were built. Let 
Rome and Ve ue be examples, 'berauſe 
theſe are moſt alledged ol Aral ert, 
the time in whiche they were butlt is 
bncertaine, and the Planet are fallly 
ſette in the figure of the foundation 
of Rome becatile Mercurye is con- 
trarie to the ſunne, a thinge flatte 
impoſſible. Agapne che folly! of this 
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1 is thus maniſeft, that an houſe, o2 Ci- 
25 tie, oz common wealth may remayne 
the people being gone, as it is in the 
time ot plague, and baniſhment, and 
conqueſtes of Pꝛinces: And the inha⸗ 
bitantes alſo may be ſafe and remain, 
the building quite ranſumed, and bea⸗ 
ten downe,as we may ſee in Carthage, 
the people and common wealth remat. 
ned, the Citt ie quite defaced. That al 
elections are vnlawfull, Saint Au⸗
